Efforts by the armies of the Polish 
republic to stem the tide of the Rus- 
sian Bolshevik! invasion which threat- 
ens Warsaw seems to have been 
futile. 
Brest Litvosk, the last bastlan in 
the permanent defenses east of the 
Polish capital, is in the hands of the 
Soviet army ana uomson, an Import- 
ant railroad injunction and strategic 
base to the northwest and Kovel, 
northeast of Brest I.itvosk. have been 
given up by the Poles. 
West of Brest Litvosk the Poles still 


hold the great forts that have made 
the city one of the principal fortresses 
of eastern Europe, but Soviet troops 
have been" flung across the Bug river 
further to the northwest and it would 
appear this move will compel a retire- 
ment of the Poles from their defenses.

One hundred editors and newspaper propriet- 


ors from Great Britain and her self-governing 
colonies are gathering in Canada. They will hold 
u conference at Ottawa, the first week in August, 
and later will tour the country. Nothing would 
contribute better to more cordial relations among 
the English-speaking nations than an extension^ 
of the delegates' visit to the;United States. 
« Several invitations have been sent from Amer- 


ica to Ottawa, but the journalists want to keep 
on British soil. An open invitation to Americans 
to attend the Ottawa conference, however, is be- 
ing accepted in many parts of the United States. 
The English-speaking tie is strong ^enough to 
draw American newspapermen to Ottawa.

are seen bv tourists and only rarely by 
park authorities or even by the rangers 
who patrol the most remote sections. 
The appearance of th«» new herd elose 
In the rnuin lines of travel was before 
the season opened, nnrt the animals 
apparentl> hadiheen lured down from 
the mountain fastnesses by the abun- 
dance of spring «rass on the lower 
levels. They disappeared Into untrav- 
eled country as soon as automobiles 
became fiequent alone the highways.
